Who O rganized Civilian

Geneva boldly into open discussion of 
its effect on British-Artierican rela­ 
tions. 
Both Secretary Kellogg and Pre­ 
mier Baldw.n touched indirectly upon 
the clash of opinion at Geneva that 
prevented the negotiations of a new 
naval limitation treaty. 
They voiced 
confidence that the stream of British- 
American friendship flowed 
on 
un­ 
checked by recent differences in views. 
The vice president, however, plung­ 
ed directly into the .subject to declare 
it “unthinkable that Great Britain and 
the United States, solemnly pledged 
to the principle 
of 
equality, 
will 
again place upon their peonies the 
burden of competitive naval building 
because temporarily their experts dis­ 


agree in their practical interpretation 
of that principle.’’ 
Predicts Fair Agreement 
“The conference will only result in 
the stronger demand of the world that 
the work of interpreting the principle 
of equality in the respective ship pro­ 
grams be continued until a fair agree­ 
ment is reached,“ Mr. Dawes added. 
Peace between the English-speak­ 
ing peoples was founded as dimly as 
the bedrock of th at Niagara which 
supports the hew peace bridge, the 
vice president declared. It was based, 
he said, on common 
instincts 
and 
ideals. 
“The instinct of self-preservation 
—the most deep-seated of mankind— 
binds us together, and in that un­ 
broken tie is the ultimate guarantee 
of the safety and progress of western 
civilization,” Mr. Dawes said.
